Remarks cn the Iaisy Resorvrions as AMENDED. 
“THE firff-refolation which is paffed is couched in language, 
to the obvious meaning of which fieele objection could be made. 
But when it is known, that the Miniter refufed to infert words 
rh which would have explained it beyond a pofhibility of mittake, 

his intentions in pafling this refolution are nox fo clear. 

2. This is fo naturally connected with the 18th or laft, that 
it feems neceflary to confider them as one; this promifing a 

participation ‘of commercial advantages on certain conditions ; 
and tha? {pecifying what thofe conditions are. 

Though the confideration which Ireland is to give, appears 
to us very inadequate, and the fecurity for the due payment of 
that confideration, infufficient as it is, is not yet given, and, 
when given as propofed, will, from various circumttances,| be 
very inadequate likewife ; yet we fhall not dwell upon thefe 
points at prefent, relying upon the wifdom of Parliament, and 
the candour of the minifter, that as fome alterations in the for- 
mer eleven refolutions havé, in a few weeks confideration of 
this matter, been found abfolutely neceflary for the fafety of the 
kingdom, as well as of many particular bodies of men, its in- 
dultrious inhabitants ; fo the Legiflature will think it neceffa- 
ry to allow themfelves, and to give tothe nation at large, an e- 
qual portion of time to confider the fixteen new ones, as they 
are to determine fubjeéts of fuch immenfe importance and mag- 
nitude, as a final and perpetual regulation of the commercial 
intercourfe between Great Britain and Ireland, 

But we beg leave juft to obferve, in this place, that the very 
different fityations of the two kingdoms being confidered, we 
are fully perfuaded, with an eminent writer on commercial fab- 
jeéts, that ‘* it is evidently for the intereft of both kingdoms, 
that the prefent bill fhould be deferred for fome years, when 
many of thofe obftacles, which now appear fo formidable, 
would be {moothed by the lenient hand of time ;” and that “ it 
will then be found, that the only thing remaining towards com- 
pleting the whole commercial and political fyftem, and towards 
giving ftrength, and fecurity, confiftence and ftability to the 
whole, will be to unite under one legiflature, to ferm one Par- 
liament, and to become.one people *.”

5. We do not thoroughly underftand this new refolutjon, 
and therefore forbear to enter into any detail upon it; but, 
from the prefent impreflion, during the fhore time we have had 
to confider it, we apprehend it to be calculated rather to’ divide 
and difunite {till further, than to cement together the, two great 
limbs of the empire, and to confolidate our refources into one 
mutual mafs of intcreft.

Kingfion, Feb. 19, Friday fe’ennight an exprefs-boat arri- 
ved in this harbour from Cape Graciosva-Dios, or the Spanith 
Main, with difpatches from Major Lowrey to his Honour the 
Lieutenant- Governor, which are faid to contain the mot preff- 
ing folicitations for immediate fuccour,,as the Major had re- 
ceived pofitive advices that the Spaniards were in motion in all 
parts cd the country furrounding the Mufquito fhore, to attack 
him in a fimall work he has haltily fortified ; and that he ex- 
pected the approach of their advanced guard in fix days from 
the dare of his {etters. 

In confequence of the above, another detachment of regular 
troops, it is faid, will in a few days be featta the Spanith Main. 

Report informs, that his Majetty’s floop of war, Swan, Cap- 
tain Huater, has had an engagement with a Spanith packer, 
When, after a tharp conteft, the Dons were compelled to fur- 
render. 

King fiin, Feb. 26. Every account from the country of the 
Mufguito Cndians confirms the repeated reports we have had of 
the determined fpirit thofe people poffefs to refilt to the faft ex- 
tremity all the attempts of the Spaniards to effect their fabjuga- 
tion. Rather than fubmit to an ignominious bondage, they 
threaten to deftroy their women and childrea, and ruth them- 
{elves on the fwords of their enemies. 

King flon, March 16. By abrig from Hifpaniola, an account 
has been received of the Spaniards having attacked’ the Sam- 
blas Indians, but were repulfed with confiderable lofs; though 
one of the Indian Chiefs unfortunately fell. It is faid, they 
expeét a reinforcement from Carthagena, with which they in- 
tend to make a more formidable attack. 

Kingftoxn, March 23. The Ariel floop of war, which is 
arrived here, left the Mufquito thore the 3d in{tant, being fent 
exprefs, on intelligence having» been received there, that the 
Spaniards in full force actually intend to make their long pre- 
‘meditated attack, both by fea and land, the 2gth infant; and 
that the appearance of Don Galvez, with one fifty-gun thip, 
and four frigates, was daily expected. Iris faid, that in con- 
fequence of this alarming intelligence, all the thips of war at 
Port Royal are under failing orders, doubtlefs intended for the 
Shore ; but the time of theirdeparture is not yet publicly known, 

The Spaniards appear to be extremely fanguine in their ex- 
petations of fabdaing the inhabitants of the Mufquito thore, 
having provided themfelves with avery heavy train of artillery, 
and every thing neceffiry for that purpofe ; they are particular- 
ly inceafed againtt the Indians, on whom they would probably 
practife every cruelty, if permitted. Burt, from the known ha- 
manity of Don Galvez, who is invelted with powers to act by 
fea and land, as he may fee oceafion, that Cortez like fpirit 
which pervades the lower order of the foldiers only, will doubs- 
Jefs be repreflid.
